OF TRE CITY RF AHA 


The May number of the T, P., 
A. Magazine is devoted to a story 
of development and resources 
of the principal cities of the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations. 
* Four large pages of fine print— 
and fine writing withal—are con­ 
sumed in a description of the 
city of Ada. It is a superb 
write-up of our little city. 
The 
Magazine is the official organ of 
The Travelers’ Protective Ag go 
ciation of America, published by 
H arris Publishing Co., 417 Wash-! 
iugton Ave., St. Louis. Priee 15; 
cents a copy. 
The story starts with the fol­ 
lowing cleverly worded account 
of the town’s 
beginning and 
christening: 
‘In the days when the hamlet 
that was later to bear the name 
of Ada, was principally known 
by the location 
of Jeff Reed’s 
store, a postoffice was asked for 
and granted. 
“ Now a postoffice must have a 
name and the postal department 
has a courteous habit of permit­ 
ting each town to name itself, 
provided always, that the name 
selected does not, in its opinion, 
conflict with that of any other 
point on the postal map. 
This is 
doubtless a wise and - necessary 
provision and is pertinent only to 
Ada’s early history, in that such 
a rule was indirectly responsible 
for the feminine character of the 
city’s name. 
“Jeff Reed’s store was, as said 
before, practically the sum and 
total of the existing business in­ 
terests at that time, and it was 
“up to him” to supply the name. 
His first choice was Bulphnr 
Springs, a name that was prompt­ 
ly rejected by the Department sa 
conflicting. 
His second cholee I 


was Reed’s Store, only to be 
•even more 
promptly rejected, 
and had not Dame Circumstance 
hastened to the rescue with a 
suggestion for the new postoffice 
christening, 
the whole matter 
might have gone glimmering for 
th e time because of the lack of a 
suitable name* 
Just at this 
critical period 
there came into the lives of the 
storekeeper*postmaster and his 
good wife an engaging bit of fem­ 
inity, that was promptly named 
Ada without so much as even con­ 
sulting the postmaster general, 
and, emboldened by the one sue 
cess in the selection of names, the 
father sent the one choice to the 
department where it was readily 
approved, thereby making 
baby girl Godmother to the 
before she had attained to 
dignity of her first birthday cake. 
‘ Some say there is a difference 
of opinion among the city's peo­ 
ple as to whether or not she (the 
city) has not in a sense outgrown 
the name, and they are looking 
forward to the inevitable in femi­ 
nine history—the time when Ada 
shall change her name. 
Whether 
this comes soon or late, there is 
one thing certain, a belle among 
cities she is, and a grand dame of 
titles she will always be, for her 
heritage of comfiness and the 
wealth of her resources, 
will 
make her much wooed and loved 
by all who are fortunate enough 
to share her intimate acquain­ 
tance.”

Ludicrous Efforts of Great Trego, 
diana to Impress Their 
Audiences. 


S O M E M O D ERN SUN DIALS. 


Made of Bronze and Braas and Coat 
from Twenty to (tee Hun­ 
dred Dollars. 


The brass plates oi the sun dials are 
engraved to suit the purchaser or they 
may be bought already marked with 
the figures and a simple* motto, Gays 
Harper's Bazar. 
These may be had for about |15. 
They are of heavy brass or bronze, 
.about 18 inches in diameter, and the 
gnomon Is set at the necessary lati­ 
tude. 
Additional inscriptions may be 
cadded at additional cost. 
Pedestals made of stone, marble or 
cement, especially recommended to en­ 
dure the changes In temperature pe­ 
culiar to this climate, oost from $20 
to $100. 
They are modeled upon the 
pedestals of the English and Italian 
gardens, in the form of Ionic or By­ 
zantine pillars, with or without carv­ 
ing. 
There are vase forms and there are 
square or round 
pillars, surrounded 
with sculptured figures. The most at­ 
tractive are the simple square pillars, 
beautiful on account of their perfect 
proportions. 
One of these pillars, together with 
the brass dial plate, will cost about 
$50, although the price may go as high 
as $100 if either the engraving on the 
brass or the cutting on the stone is 
elaborate. Dials are frequently mount­ 
ed on old tree trunks, upon mounds of 
stone, or possibly upon a bowlder or 
A piece of stone or wood taken from 
a building having historic or personal 
associations.

The probability is that some of 
the old actors of only a few years ago 
would excite much merriment in their 
delineation of tragedy 
A very great 
tragedian of a past generation 
was 
wont, in the tent scene in “Richard 
III., 
to hold a piece of soap in his 
mouth, so that, after the appearance 
>f the ghosts, the lather and1 
froth 
might dribble down his chin! and ho 
employed, moreover, a trick sword, 
which rattled hideously; and, 
what 
with his foam-flecked face, his roll­ 
ing eyes, his inarticulate groans, and 
bis rattling blade, the small boy in 
the gallery was scared into a frenzy 
of vociferous delight! 


Alexander Posey, the Creek clerk in 
the Dawes commission, who works for 
the government among the full-bloods, 
runs across some interesting characters 
among the Indians, some of whom live 
far from towns, speak their own tan­ 
kage, seldom get out of their own 
neighborhood and still have faith in 
the treaties of the government with the 
Indians. 
One of these is Artus Hotiya, who 
cannot speak English. The other day 
Mr. Posey went to Hotiya's place to 
get information concerning a child 
of Hotiya who had died. 
In reply to 
questions Hotiya answered: 
“You crossed the Wewoka creek this 
morning? It is spring and the water 
runs; you see the green grass on the 
prairies; the grass still grows. 
Our 
people have agreed that so long as water 
runs and grass grows, we shall not have 
our lands divided nor our governments 
supplanted. I am not yet ready to give 
information.” 
This speech was made in Creek and 
^presents the dignity and faith of the 
old class of Indians who still resent the 
government allotment of lands. When 
it was explained to him that all the in­ 
formation wanted was such as would 
make possible an allotment for his 
rhild, he replied: 
“God has given her an allotment in 
the graveyard. 
She is dead. The al­ 
lotment there is all that she is entitled 
to. A grave is all the allotment tfbn I 
am entitled to and all that God intended 
that I should have. It is enough. The 
Great Father placed the Pacific on one 
side and the Atlantic on the other, and 
the land between he gave to the Indian. 
“The white man came and he set cor­ 
ner stones and told the Indian that he 
must live between these. 
The Indian 
cannot live so. He Is being stifled by 
the white man, who has disarmed him 
of his bow and arrow and driven from 
the forests the game. The end of the 
Indian is near, but I am not yet ready 
to contribute to hastening it.” 


Hereditary Home of a Tribe Who 
Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 
Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 
body of water called Brunside lake, 
north of Lake Superior, near the Ca 
aadian boundary, contains, 
among 
over IOO other beautiful islands, a cer­ 
tain sunny islet that is of great inter­ 
est to the archaeologist, 
These islands and 
waters, 
writes 
Frank Abial Flower, in Records of the 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa­ 
gans. 
• * 
• One of these islands 
(known as Flower island) is, aa It has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each, as he himself baa been 
chief for more than half a century. 
Think of a dynasty extending over 
a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are 
carefully 
roofed with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost imperishable. The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter­ 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves is carved the peculiar heraldic 
insignia of the king who sleeps 
be­ 
neath, and above him are placed re­ 
ceptacles for the mah-no-mln (wild 
rice), fish, 
berries and other food 
which are brought annually by the re­ 
lated members of the tribe to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de­ 
parted.

PERFUM E MADE IN G ER M A N Y 


Growth 
of Industry Makes That 
Country Rival of France 
and England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han­ 
over that the German perfume indus­ 
try is now one of the most important 
and successful in the world, rivaling 
that of France or England. 
He 
de­ 
scribes it in the following letter: 
Some of the biggest factories are in 
Leipsic, but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast increase 
in the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in 
the German 
factories, 
which use as well such products of for­ 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon, cam­ 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am­ 
bergris. 
The production of the essential oil 
is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant With 
fresh flowers 
the distillation 
takes 
place as near the place of picking a3 
possible, as the fresher the products 
the better. 
The stills contain about 
3,300 pounds of flowers and the neces­ 
sary amount of water. Great care is 
taken as to the amount of heat sup­ 
plied and to its regularity, the process 
being thoroughly controlled, an excel­ 
lent product resulting.

RETAIN PRIMEVAL IDEAS. 


Indians Are Not Free with Informa- 


tion to Agents of th* <Jov- 


wnmsnt. 


Alsxander Posey, the Creek clerk in 


the Dawes commission, who works for 
the government among the full-bloods, 
runs across some interesting characters 
among the Indians, some of whom live 
far from towns, speak their own lan- 
guage, seldom get out of their own 
neighborhood -and still have, faith in 
the treaties of the government with the 
Indians. 


One of these is Artus Hotiya, who 


cannot speak English. The other day 
Mr. Posey went to Hotiya's place to 
get information concerning a child 
of Hotly* sjwho had died. In reply to 
qttestlons^Hoilya answered: 


''You crossed the Wewoka creek this 


morning? It Is spring and the water 
runs; you see the green grass on the 
prairies; the grass still grows. 
Our 


people have agreed that so long as water 
runs and grass grows, we shall not have 
our lands divided nor our governments 
supplanted. I am not yet ready to give 
information." 


This speech was made in Creek and 


represents the dignity and faith of the 
old class of Indians who still resent the 
government allotment of lands. When 
it was explained to him that all the in- 
formation wanted was such as would 
make possible an allotment 
for his 


child, he replied: 


"God 
has given her an allotment in 


the graveyard 
She is dead. The al- 


lotment there is all that she is entitled 
to. A grave is all the allotment tflUt I 
am entitled to and all that God intended 
that I should haVe. It is enough. The 
Great Father placed the Pacific on one 
side and the Atlantic on the other, and 
the land between he gave to the Indian. 


"The white man came and he set cor- 


ner stones and told the Indian that he 
must live between these 
The Indian 


cannot live so. He is being stifled by 
the white man, who, has disarmed him 
of his bow and arrow and driven from 
the forests the game The end of the 
Indian is near, but I am not yet ready 
to contribute to hastening it."

^•reditary kome of a Tribe Who 


Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 


Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 


body of water called Brunside lake, 
north of Lake Superior, near the Ca-

,tain sunny islet that is of great inter- 
est to the archaeologist,

Frank Ablal Flower, in Records of the 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa- 
gans. • » • One of these islands 
(known as Flower Island) is, as It has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
PJllager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each, as he himself baa been 
chief for TBore than half a century. 


Think of a dynasty extending over 


a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are 
carefully 


roofed with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost imperishable. The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter- 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves la carved the peculiar heraldic 
insignia of the king who sleeps be- 
neath, and above him are placed re- 
ceptacles for the mah-no-mtn (wild 
rice), fish, berries and other 
food 


which are brought annually by the re- 
lated members of the tribe to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de- 
parted.

This is 
doubtless a wise and • necessary 
provision and is pertinent only to 
Ada's early history, in that such 
a rnle was indirectly responsible 
for the feminine character of the 
city's name.

christening, the whole matter 
might have gone glimmering for 
<tbe time because of the lack of a 
suitable name* 


11 Just at this critical period 


there came into the lives of the 
storekeeper- postmaster and his

inity, that was .promptly named 
Ada without so much as even con- 
sulting the postmaster general, 
and, -emboldened by the one sue 
eess in the selection of names, the 
father -sent the one choice to the 
department where it was readily 
approved, thereby making the 
baby girl Godmother to the city 
before she had attained to the 
dignity of her first birthday cake. 


"Some say there is a difference 


of opinion among the city's peo- 
ple as to whether or not she (the 
city) has not in a sense outgrown 
the name, and they are looking 
forward to the inevitable in femi- 
nine history — the time when Ada 
shall 'change her name. Whether 
this comes soon or late, there is 
one thing certain, a belle among 
cities she is, and a grand dame of 
titles she will always be, for her 
heritage of comliness and the 
wealth of her resources, will 
make her much wooed and loved 
by all who are fortunate enongh 
to share her intimate acquain- 
tance."

As heretofore stated in the 


News, whatever may be the mod- 
ification of-the terms by the rail- 
road, the city will have to donate 
the spur right of way into the 
town.

RETAIN PRIMEVAL 
IDEAS. 


Indians Are Not Free with Informa- 


tion to Agents of th» Oov- 


ernment 


Alexander Posey, the Creek clerk in 


the Dawes commission, who works for 
the government among the full-bloods, 
runs across some interesting characters 
among the Indians, some of whom live 
far from towns, apeak their own lan- 
guage, seldom get out of their own 
neighborhood -and still have faith in 
the treaties of the government with the 
Indians. 


One of these is Artus Hotiya, who 


cannot speak English. The other day 
Mr. Posey went to Hotiya's place to 
gst information concerning a child 
of Hotly* sjwho had died. In reply to 


s'HosUya answered: 


You crossed the Wewoka creek this 


morning? It la spring and the water 
runs; you see the green grass on the 
prairies; the grass still grows. 
Our 


people have agreed that so long as water 
runs and grass grows, we shall not have 
our lands divided nor our governments 
supplanted- I am not yet ready to give 
Information." 


This speech was made in Creek and 


represents the dignity and faith of the 
old class of Indians who still resent the 
government allotment of lands. When 
it was explained to him that all the in- 
formation wanted was such as would 
make possible an allotment for his 
child, he replied: 
f 


"God 
has given her an allotment in 


the graveyard 
She is dead. The al- 


lotment there is all that she is entitled 
to. A grave is all the allotment tBtft I 
am entitled to and all that God intended 
that I should haVe. It is enough. The 
Great Father placed the Pacific on one 
side and the Atlantic on the other, and 
the land between he gave to the Indian. 


"The white man came and he set cor- 


ner stones and told the Indian that he 
must live between these 
The Indian 


cannot live so. He Is being stifled by 
the white man, who, has disarmed him 
of his bow and arrow and driven from 
the forests the game The end of the 
Indian is near, but I am not yet ready 
to contribute to hastening it."

THE PILLAGER INDIANS. 


^•redltary JKome of a Trib* Who 


Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 


Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 


body of water called Brunside lake, 
north of Lake Superior, near the Ca- 
nadian boundary, contains, 
among 


over 100'other beautiful islands, a cer- 
,tain sunny Islet that is of great inter- 
est to the archaeologist, 


These Islands and waters, wrii 


Frank Ablal Flower, in Records of ths 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa- 
gans. * » * One of these islands 
(known as Plover Island) is, as It has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each^ as he himself baa been 
chief for Tuore than half a century. 


Think of a dynasty extending over 


a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are 
carefully 


roofed with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost imperishable. The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter- 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves is carved the peculiar heraldic 
insignia of the king who sleeps be- 
neath, and above him are placed re- 
ceptacles for the mah-no-mln (wild 
rice), flsh, berries and other 
food 


which are brought annually by the re- 
lated members of the tribe to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de- 
parted. 


PERFUME MADE IN GERMANY 


Growth of Industry Stakes That 


Country Rival of France 


and England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han- 


over that the German perfume indus- 
try is now one of the most important 
and successful in the world, rivaling 
that of France or England. He de- 
scribes it in the 10!lowing letter: 


Some of the biggest factories are in 


Leipsic, but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast Increase 
in the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in the German factories, 
which use as well such products of for- 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon, cam- 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am- 
bergris. 


The production of the essential oil 


is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant With 
fresh flowers the distillation takes- 
place as near the place of picklur as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
the better. 
The stills contain about 


3,300 pounds of flowers and the neces- 
sary amount of water. Great care is 
taken as to the amount of heat sup- 
plied and to Its regularity, the process 
being thoroughly controlled, an excel- 
lent product resulting.

Crocheted, Making a Very Snug 


and Pretty Covering. 


One long double hook No. 9, one 


pair of long bone knitting needles No 
9; about 14 ounces 4-ply white fleecy 
or petticoat figuring and 2 ounces c! 
colored, used for the border only. Cas 
on the knitting needle 100 stitches, and 
knit 190 rows of plain knitting, slip' 
ping the first stitch of each row. This 
is for the under part of the. rug. In 
the next row caat on 51 more stltetiea 
for the upper part of the rug, slip the 
151 stitches on to the long double cio- 
chet hook and work 60 ridges of the 
pattern given. There will be 30 raised 
and 30 depressed rows on each side 
of the work. 


For the pattern, work off the stttcnes 


as In the backward row of tricot cro- 
chet, 1 e, draw the wool through one 
loop, then through two together lui 
the rest of the row 
Second row. A' 


In ordinary tricot crochet, with one

Figures and Favors Suitable for Small 


Dance, Amusing and 


Pretty Ones. 


If the dance is to be a small one, 


it would be advisable to have small 
figures in the cotillon.
